Fillets of Beef. 

Ingredients—One pound fillet of beef, two 
ounces batter, half pint sauce, seasoning, 
green pens. 

Method—Cut the fillet into four or six 
slices, season well, and fry in butter until 
brown, place on an entrée dish, pour rotind 
the sauce, Garnish with cooked green peas. 

Sauce. 

One ounce butter, one ounce flour, one 
small carrot, one onion, three mushrooms, 
half pint stock, seasoning.

who is seen and not heard—has many 

accomplishments. Not only does she 
clean the carpets, rugs, and floorings by 
suction, but sweeps thé walls, cleans the 
curtains and upholstery, dusts, tidies the 
hearth, and leaves each room in a state cf 
perfect cleanliness and order. Although she 
does not make the beds, she cleans tne 
mattresses most thoroughly, and blows the 
dust away from the impossible crevices and 
corners, and can “plump” feather beds and 
pillows in a few moments when they need 
treatment of this kind. 

Then, there is the mechanical cook and the 
mechanical kitchenmaid—a most valuable 
pair. The latter beats the batters and 
cakes, whisks the eggs, chops the parsley and 
suet, and polishes the tins, silver and other 
“bright ”. pieces. When the cakes and 
batters are mixed, the mechanical cook takes 
charge of them. She starts the cooking of 
the food at just the right temperature, and 
when it is current, and continues the cooking 
by conserved heat. 5 

However long the mistress may be detainad 
bw visitors or other unexpected happenings, 
the meal is carefully guarded from harm 
and deterioration by the mechanical cook.

NOT WORTH TALKING AB0UT. 

Mr. Blythe, who was received with cries 
of “ Up De Valera!” and a great deal of 
boohing, said that they need not talk much 
about De Valera or his Party, because he 
did not think that that party was going 
[o be a serious factor in the election. When 
the Treaty was signed and accepted by the 
majority of the people Mr. de Valera tried 
to upset the vill of the people. Mr. de 
Valera’s Party had been beaten, and he 
did not think that it would be thought 
seriously of in the future. 

At this stage Mr. Blythe was interrupted 
for several moments, and there was consider- 
able boohing. The Civic Guards approached 
a small party of interrupters, who were ob- 
served to put their hands into their pockets 
and withdraw a number of eggs, which they 
hurled in the direction of Mr. Blythe. The 
Minister, however, was not touched, Some 
members of the crowd then attempted to 
rush towards Mr. Blythe, but were prevented 
from doing so by the Guards. 

‘Pull him down.” and ‘* Down with 
him ” were shouted several times. 

When comparative order had been re- 


stored Mr. Blythe said that they found a 


number of peuple objecting to what they 
called high taxation, and these were the very 
people who demanded most in the way of 
Government services. 

A Voice—You are losing your time talk- 
ing. Go home to hell with you. 

THE MASTERS. 

Mr. Blythe—I see a number of enthusiastic 
supporters of Mr. de Valera -here, and I am 
sure that they are not a credit to anyone. 
They objected to the ordinary people decid- 
ing what they thought best for themselves 
and the country; they objected to hear argu- 
ments, and they assumed that they knew 
better than anyone else what should be 
done. They should remember that the 
ordinary common people are the masters of 
the country. The Government has suc- 
ceeded in preventing people like those gentle- 
men from interfering very seriously with the 
ordinary people of the country. 

A Voice—You get £3,000 a year for it. 

Mr. Blythe then’ reviewed the Govern- 
ment’s achievements, and said that the 
measures taken to establish peace and order 
were absolutely necessary, 

“I can assure you, he declared, “that it 
was no pleasure to me or anyone else when 
it was decided that a certain number of men 
were to be sent out at 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing to face a firing squad; but these things 
were necessary ' 

A Voice—‘‘ Up, de Valera!’ This was 
followed by an outburst of boohing and cat- 
calls. 

Mr. Blythe said that they executed 77 men, 
and had it been necessary to execute more 
the requisite steps would have been taken. 

At this there was another uproar, and cries 
of ‘‘Murderer!’’ and “Up, de Valera!’’ 

NO EXTRAVAGANCE. 

Mr. Blythe went on to refer to complaints 
made as to the Government's extravagance, 
and said that, for his own part, he denied 
that. there was any foundation for those 
accusations. In every respect, he said, the 
Government had effected economies, and 
while he did not claim that sufficient economy 
had been effected, he did claim that sub- 
stantial progress had been made in that 
direction. 

In this connection he pointed out that in 
other countries judges were not paid so well 
as in the Free State; but judges, he con- 
tended, should be well paid if they were to 
be above temptation and corruption. Before 
the change of Government thirteen High 
Court judges were paid £51,000 for the whole 
of Ireland. Northern Ireland to-day had five 
Hich Court judges costing £20,000 a year, 
or £4,000 each. In the Free State they had 
nine judges costing £25,000, which worked 
out at an average of £2,830 each. 

Under the British régime the head of the 
Local Government Department had £1,800 a 
year; to-day his successor was paid £1,200. 
‘The same thing happened in every other 
department. 

President Cosgrave’s salary was £2,500, 
while Lord Craigavon, the head of Northern 
Ireland, which consisted of six counties, with 
a subordinate Parliament, had £5

THREE NORMAL YEARS. 

They had, said Mr. Blythe, yA three years

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE 
ELECTIONEERING. 


FAITH IN THE GOOD SENSE 
OF THE PEOPLE. 


From UUR Specia, REPRESENTATIVE, 
CARLUW, Sunday. 

President Cosgrave brought a day’s elec- 
tioneering activity among his own constituents 
to an end to-night with a spirited address 10 
a village hall meeting at Rathvilly, County 
Carlow. 

You are being asked, he told his hearers. 
to cast your votes in favour of men who tell 
vou that. we have been too long in office; men 
who ignore, and want you also to ignore, the 
solid things that we have achieved; men 
whose only claim to recognition is that they 
iaid the country waste, and saddled tac 
country with a huge burden of debt. 

We, the President continued, trust to the 
common sense of the people who appreciate 
realities. While they appeal to the un- 
balanced emotions of the unthinking, we 
point to practical things done as a guarantee 
of our will and ability to achieve more. 
They repeat worn-out catch-cries in the hope 
of distracting the m.nds of the people from 
solid realities to hazy Utopianism. 

THE COST OF THE TREATY. 

Warning his hearers against the people who 
asked them for a mandate to abolish tne Oath, 
he remarked that they could give that 
inandate if they liked, but before they broke 
the Treaty he strongly advised them to 
remember what it had cost to achieve it. 
Were the sacrifices of men like Griffith and 
Collins to be in vain; were the liberty, peace 
and security, purchased by the lives ol these 
men and the men who died with them, to he 
upset by a handful of unthinking idealists? 

I would like to warn the people, declared 
the President, amidst applause, that the 
people who failed in their disastrous experi- 
ment with force are not likely to succeed by 
cajolery. The reversion to the use of words 
instead of arms has attracted to them as 
allies certain people to whom the world is a 
mere matter of verbal expression, to whom 
metaphysics are more important than facts, 
and in whose view an epigram is more valu- 
able than a housing scheme. If the State 
were a theatre where we could amuse our- 
selves at the antics of fire-eating warriors 
— their eternal devotion to the olive 

ranch of the theorists, proving the fallacy 
of facts, we might perhaps regard with 
equanimity the efforts of these people to 
secure the reins of government, but the State 


is not a mere stage where players walk on, | 


play their part and are then forgotten. It is 
the home of the living nation, in which the 
interests of the citizens are matters of vital 
importance, where every act of persons in 
power has its reactions on the lives of the 


people. 
THE ELECTORS’ DUTY. 

Knowing this, it is the duty of the elec- 
torate to select for the making and adminis- 
tration of their laws people who they know 
have the ability and the will to legislate and 
administer wisely and to reject these persons, 
whose only claim to recognition is that they 
have unsuccessfully endeavoured to stifle the 
State in its infancy, and who now, finding 
that it has survived in spite of them, are 
anxious to be appointed its tutors. 

A: nation which continually looks back- 
wards, the President went on, can 
make but little progress. The past 
is gone andw only the present and 
the future remain. The history of our country 
entitles us to believe that the nation has a 
brilliant future before it, but if our hopes 
fur that future ave to be realised the people 
must choose with care those who are to rule 
their destiny, and futile brooding over the 

ast must be replaced by energetic working 
ré the íuture.

A CONVERSATION. 

Mr. William Redmond, a metnber of the re- 
porting staff of the /rish lndependent, stated 
that he was on the staff of the Freeman's 
Journal wm 1921, and on November 8 of that 
year he interviewed the late Mr. Uroker at 
Glencairn. Witness acked for an interview for 
the New York Herald, with reference to the 
Mayoral elections in New York. Mr. Croker 
said that he would give no interview on that 
matter; that he was out of American politics ; 
that he had nothing whatever. to do with 
them; that he had no opinion on them, and 
that they had no interest for him, Jn that 
respect his visit to Mr. Croker was barren. 
Mr. Croker, however, seemed .anxious to' dis 
eves the feeling in the country in réspect to 
the Anglo-Irish Peace Conference, in progress 
in London at the time, and to know whet the 
outcome would be. He was very anxious to 
know-how the difference between Ulster and 
the Irish Republicans could be bridged. Mr. 
Croker said that the way he would deal with 
the Ulster people would be to ask them 
whether. they were English or Irish. If they 
said they. were Irish he would tell them 
to come in with the rest of the country; and 
if they said that they were English he would 
tell them to go to England, but he would 
not give them a Parliament. He would allow 
them to send their representatives tu the 
British Parliament. 

THE REPUBLICAN LOAN. 

Mr. Croker also said that if it had been 
known among the Irish in America that less 
than a Republic would be accepted he did not 
believe that a dollar would heve been sub- 
scribed to the Irish Republican Loan. He 
added that he did not question the sincerity 
of the Irish representatives, and that he 
knew Mr. Dwyer, T.V., and adniired him for 
his sincerity. Mr, Croker warned witness 
that what he was saying was not for publi- 
cation, as he did not want a visit from the 
“ Black and Tans ' in the event of the peace 
negotiations breaking down. He said that 
they had been around his place before he left 
Ireland five months previously, and that they 
were not very nice gentlemen. 

AMERICA AND IRELAND. 

Mr. Croker went on to speak of how glad 
he was to be back in Ireland, and said it was 
a beautiful place to live in. He spoke in the 
highest terms of his household staff, praising 
their devotion and loyalty to him. He then 
gave witness an interview for the Freeman's 
Journal, in which he spoke of the interest 
in Irish affairs taken by American people, 

Mr. Wood obiected to the witness's evi- 
dence as being irrelevant. 

Cross-examived by Mr. Wood, witness 
stated that he never heard that’ Mr. Croke 
was indignant at the result of the Anglo-Irish 
Peace Conference, or that he fell out with 
General Collins because he accepted less than 
a Republic. 

Further cross-examined, witness said that 
Mr. Croker did not display antipathy to the 
British, bat he-said that if the people of 
Ulster wanted to be English they could go to 
England. He conveyed the impression to 
witness. that if Ulster wanted to be English 
she could be like an English province. 

THE “ BLACK AND TANS." 

Mr. Shannon—Who were the '' Black and 
Tans ” to whom Mr. Croker referred ? 

Witness--They were Englishmen who were 
recruited to the R.1.C, during the Anglo- 
Irish war. Some of them were stationed at 
Cabinteely Barracks with the old R.LC., and 
the feeling against them in that district was 
very bitter, because a member of the I.R.A. 
(Thomas Marphy) was murdered at Foxrock, 
near Glencairn.

At the meeting of the Executive of the 
Cork Farmers’ Union.on Saturday, at which 
Mr. Brooke W. Brasiere presided, the fol- 
lowing. resolution appeared on the minutes: 
“Phat in our opinion. there is no justifica- 
tion for the proposed increase in the rates 
in the county. Our industry is already over- 
burdened with taxation, and any increase 15 
certain to. depress agricultnre even more than 
at present.’’ 

Mr. D. L. O'Gorman said that he, agreed 
thoroughly with the resolution. There was 
no justification for the proposed increase in 
the rates, because the land on which théy all 
lived, whether they were farmers, shop- 
keepers, or merchants, was not producing 
more to-day thar it was twenty years ago, 
and a comparison with the rates would show 
that they were now almost double. The 
County Council really only controlled a very 
small portion of its income. Last year the 
Council decided to levy a. rate for every pur- 
pose of £351,704 17s. If they went back 
to 1914, when thev were fairly prosperous, 
there was levied only £205,511 4s. 4d. They 
were now paying more than when they were 
better off; but more startling still would he 
the increase in connection with poor law ad- 
ministrrtion. In 1902 the seventeen work- 
houses in the county and outdoor relief cost 
£115,000; in 3905, £110.000; in 1910, 
£125,000; im 1914, £112.000; in 1918, 
£1%35.000; in 1919, £149,000; in 1920. 
£156,000. The Old Age Pension Act had 


not come into being, but the Insurance Act 


being paid under both headings. and the 
amount was a very large one. But it was 
curious that, instead of the cost cf main- 
tenance of the poor having diminished, it 
hed actually rtmereased. 

They were told that they had turned a 
corner, and that an era of prosperity had 
set in; but he found in the coming 
venr—thovgh the seventeen workhonses, 
although they were still existing mm another

£1£0.000, which was the highest figure for 
the years he had quoted.

LENTEN LECTURES’ ON 
MATRIMONY. 
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CONDITIONS AND 
| IMPEDIMENTS. | 

The Pev. Father Gannon, S.J.. devoted. his 
fourth lecture in St. Francis Xavier's Church. 
Dublin, vesterday evening to an exposition of 
the formalities, conditions and impediments 
of matrimony according to the present dis- 
cipline of the Church. Interest circled prin- 
cipally round the impediment of '' violence or 
fear.” which was the one pleaded by Mme. 
Balsan in her petition for the annulment of 
her former union with the Duke of Marl- 
borough. Having cited and explained the 
canon in question, he applied the conditions . 
required by the canon to the facts. as at- 
tested by numerous witnesses, and cencluded 
that the decision wes not only juctified but 
inevitable. The invalidity of the. ceremony 
would be admitted in cuv court of lew. 

The revalidaticn of tt by later cousent. was 
rendered impossible hv the fact that the 
vietim, a young Protestant girl, could. not 
have known of the invalidity, and thus was 
never in a position to give the fully conscious 
and fully free consent which canon law de- 
mand’. Further. she would rot have done so 
For from the start she was unhappy. and 
told the Duke she had only married him 
under compulsion. The marriage proved so 
unfortunate that after ten years they sepa- 
rated by mutual consent, and fifteen years 
iater were divorced. Small wonder, then, that 
when the official document was issued by the 
Rota the raging Press campaign ceased at 
once, and was followed by shame-faced 
silence 


POSITION OF THE CHURCH. 

Meantime, however, accusations had been 
levelled at the Church, which were not only 
baseless but silly.

While deprecating toc hasty or too 
early unions, -he-regretted the low marriage 
rate in Ireland and the tendency to wait too 
long. Church and State both suffered from 
the unnatural celibacy, not freély chosen, but 
forced by economic circumstances or vnfortu- 
nate social customs. Dealing with the impedi- 
ment of crime, he pointed out how it was 
aimed at the eternal triangle, so much éx- 
ploited in literature and on the stage, with 
its consequence of crimes poasionels, These 
constitute almost an index to the state of 
morals in any land.

OUTRAGES ON ‘FOREIGNERS 
DESCRIBED. 


From Our Own COBRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Sunday. 

4 detailed account of the Nanking 
atrocities was given to me to-night by 
Dr. A. J. Bowen, President of the Nanking 
University. Dr. Bowen stated that the 
bombardment of Nanking by British and 
. American gunboats was absolutely neces- 
ary in order to save the lives of fifty of 
the foreigners, including the American 
Consul, Mr. John. K. Davis, and his family, 
who were marooned on Socony, Hill. 

“There is absolutely no question in my 
mind that, had the foreign gunboats not 
bombarded Nanking, all the foreigners 
marooned on Socony Hill would have been 
murdered, and, furthermore, it would have 
been absolutely impossible for the 120 
missionaries, chiefly American, who were 
refugees in Nanking University, tc have 
escaped. Also, I will make the emphatic 
.tatement that it was the bombardment of 
Socony Hill by the British and American 
“unboats which indicated to the, Cantonese 
ommand that the Powers meant business, 
and forced the Cantonese command to 


agree to the evacuation of the remaining | 


foreigners.’ 

Dr. Bowen was present when the 
Nationalist troops murdered. Dr, Jack 
Williams, the Vice-President of the 
Nanking University. i 

“I was accompanied by Mr. Harry 
Clements, Mr. Lampson, and Mr. W. P. 
[owdermilk,” he says. “We were walk- 

ng on the edge of the college grounds 
when we noticed what we thoug&t to be 
Northern troops looting and burning the 
home of Dr. R. Daniels, also a member of 
the faculty. We walked towards the house, 
when we were accosted by seven or eight 
soldiers, wearing uniforms of the Nation- 
alist Army. 
DR. WILLIAMS MURDERED. 

“ The soldiers stopped us and demanded 
our valuables, which we handed over. Dr. 
Williams, who is a noted Chinese scholar, 
and speaks the language like a native, 
addressed one of the soldiers, and 
protested at the action. The soldier 
immediately shot Dr. Williams through 
the temple, killing him instantly, ‘after 
which they robbed him, taking everything 
of value, even stripping his clothing from 
the body. 

“At the same time another soldier 
zrappled with Mr. Clements, apparently 
thinking that Mr. Clements had not turned 
out all his valuables. The soldier imme- 
diately fired two shots at Mr. Clements, 
but, owing to his ignorance of the opera- 
tion of the Mauser pistol, the bullets went 
wild. 

“Other soldiers were also firing shots at 
myself and other members of the party, 
but they likewise went wild. After finish- 
ing robbing us and murdering . Dr. 
Williams, the troops walked off uncon- 
ernedly, chatting with each other as 
though they had only shot a pig or a dog.” 

The whole attack against the foreigners 
and their properties, chiefly missionary 
property, was apparently a concerted 
movement, beginning simultaneously all 
over the city. 

LOYAL CHINESE. 

Dr. Bowen said that fifteen minutes be- 
fore the trouble started, members of the 
Chinese Red Cross told us that no possible 
danger existed, and Chinese members of 
the University Faculty declared that the 
crisis had passed, and that the city had 
been occupied by the Nationalist troops 
without incident. Shortly afterwards the 
storm broke.

“It was the loyalty of the Chinese 
members of the faculty and the students,” 
he added, “that made it possible for us 
to escape at all. Before the British and 
American gunboats started bombardment, 
we undoubtedly would have been murdered 
had not the Chinese professors and 
students stood by us to the last ditch.”’

CHINESE BOY’S DEVOTION.

HARBOUR MASTER KILLED. 


Mr. Huber, the British harbour master, 
who was among the killed at Nanking, was 
fifty-two years old. He had been in China 
for twenty-three years, and had already 
booked a passage for himself and his 
family for six months’ leave at the begin- 
ning of April. His wife, who was among 
the refugees, collapsed on hearing the 
‘news of her husband's death.

1,500 MARINES AWAITING 
ORDERS. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Sunday. 

Fearing a general outbreak in China, 
the Coolidge Cabinet. has held an im- 
portant conference with all the United 
States Army and Navy chiefs. 

The situation was considered in all its 
aspects, political and military, but. the 
Cabinet came to no decision regarding a 
change in its present policy. 

It was made known, however, that 
President. Coolidge is prepared to send 
further infantry units to China in the 
event of conditions becoming worse. 

In support of this decision, the United 
States Navy Department announces that 
1,500 marines are being mobilised for duty 
in China as a precautionary measure. The 
men stationed in the Philippines and 
Hawaii are ready to go immediately, if 
needed. 

The 6th Marines, who fought in France 
and passed out of existence after the war, 
is being reconstructed for China service. 
Men from many stations are hurrying to 
the new unit, which will be under the 
command of Colonel Harold G. Snyder, 
the veteran American soldier. 

There are already approximately 5,000 
American sailors and mazines in China, 
and twenty-one vessels of the United 
States Asiatic Fleet, which is being in- 
creased to: thirty vessels, and will bring 
the total men to 7,300, with the arrival of 
the six destroyers from Manila, and the 
three cruisers. from Honolulu which are 
now on their way.

CHANG TSO-LIN TO FIGHT 
THE BOLSHEVIKS, 


From OUug Own CoRRESPONDENT. 


PEKING, Sunday. 

Marshal Chang Tso-lin. declared his 
intention to drive out the Bolsheviks in 
an interview this afternoon which he 
sought with the foreign newspapers’ corre- 
spondents, and he virtually asked for help 
from the Powers. 

“For the safety of foreign lives and 
property I hold myself personally re- 
sponsible wherever my troops are in 
control,’’ he said ; “but for ridding China 
of the greater issue of Soviet activities I 
must await my conferences with the 
Ministers of the Powers.” 

Marshal Chang Tso-lin asserted that 
Kiafeng, the capital of Honan Province. 
has already been. recovered by his armies. 
who are marching eastward for joining up 
with the Shantung troops now concen- 
trating at Hsuchowfu, after which heavily 
reinforced columns will cross the Yangtse 
River for the recovery of Nanking and 
eventually Shanghai. 

Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s call for foreign 
aid came after the receipt of definite news 
that the genuine Soviet flag, with the 
design of the hammer and scythe, has 
been raised at Shanghai and other cities 


on the Upper Yangtse, proving that the 


mask has-at last been thrown off. 


NOT ANTI-FOREIGN. 

After assuring his determination not to 
return to Mukden, but to remain until the 
issue has been decided, Marshal Chang 
Tso-lin said: “When I first arrived at 
Peking I was informed by the Ministers of 
the Powers of the danger of the mob move- 
ment and of a spirit of violence.

The plan evidently was to disarm the 
guard in threes or fours as they turned 
the bend of the road and came up to the 
position held by the ambushers. It did 
not work, however. 
O'Shaughnessy, who was acting as a con- 
necting file, rode up and saw what was 
happening, he jumped off his machine 
and pulled his rifle from its carrier. He 
was hit in the ankle with a revolver 
bullet, but this did not deter him from 
holding the ambushers until his comrades 
in the rear files came up. 
begap It lasted only a few minutes, and 
only about forty rounds were fired by 
the soldiers ; but this was enough for the 
attackers, some of whom got away in the 
cars during the shooting and the rest 
across the fields adjacent to Terenure 
College. 

One at least of the ambushers was 
wounded. He was seen to fall from his 
position at a wall into the field after he 
had been hit by a rifle bullet.. Later a 
blood-stained handkerchief was found 
along the line of retreat. 


FOUR MEN DETAINED. 

Subsequently patrols of troops from a 
Dublin barracks and a party of C.I.D. 
men made a minute search of the district. 
They “ held up ” a number of motor cars. 
In searching one of them they found s 
fully-loaded Colt revolver under the seat. 
Several rounds of ammunition were also 
found in.the car.. The occupants, four 
men, were taken to the Bridewell, Dublin, 
where they were detained. 

When going to church Lady Shaw and 
the Misses Shaw, wife and daughters of 
Colonel Sir Frederick Shaw, C.B., D.S.O., 
who lives at Bushy Park, Terenure, heard 
the sounds of firing. Then they saw a 
wounded soldier limping towards their 
house, from the direction of the Upper 
Kimmage road. It was Private 
O’Shaughnessy, and they brought him into 
the house, where he received treatment 
from Dr. R. V. Murphy, 89 St. Stephen’s 
Green, who was in the neighbourhood 
when the ambush occurred. 

FIRING LIKE MACHINE GUNS. 

Miss Ryan, who resides with her father 
at Lakelands (Upper), though“she did not 
see the ambush, had an interesting story 
to tell of what happened afterwards. 
“ We heard an outburst. of firing,’’ she 
said, “‘ like the continuous rat-tat-tat of 
machine guns. Suddenly four gentlemen 
rushed into the kitchen: They told us 
that they were going fishing, but had been 
‘held up’ in their car by men in two 
motor cars drawn across the road. On 
alighting from their car the armed mén 
ordered them to stand against the wall.”’ 

Miss Ryan was not sure, but she 
thought that when the first shots were 
fired these gentlemen ran from the road- 
way into the house. She stated that they 
appeared to be very agitated. Very soon 
after they came into the house, and while 
the firing was still going on, she saw 
four men in civilian clothes rush through 
their grounds and make their escape 
through the hedge, which lines the path- 
way to the house. , Immediately after- 
wards Free State soldiers rushed towards 
the house, looking for the ambushers. 
The soldiers mentioned that one of their 
comrades had been wounded. — 

Miss Ryan added that one of the men 
who escaped through the hedge had a 
handkerchief tied round his mouth,

LAMBS KILLED BY 
WILD ALSATIAN. 


SEARCH BY ARMED 
FARMERS. 


Under the guidance of the village 
constable, armed parties of farmers are 
conducting an organised search in the 
neighbourhood of Everton, a village about 
a dozen miles from Doncaster,-for a young 
Alsatian wolfhound, which, since its 
escape from its owner about six weeks 
ago, has been running wild in the district, 
and is believed to have destroyed a 
number of lambs in the fields. 

Recently twenty-one lambs were killed 
in a field belonging to Mr. William Hunt, 
of Glebe Farm, Everton. The greater part. 
of two of these lambs had been devoured, 
while the others were just nipped and 
killed. 

A few days later Mr. Billam,: of Scait- 
worth, a village near by, had four lambs 
badly bitten. The dog is also suspected 
of killing five lambs owner by Mr. 
Thornley Taylor, of Scaftworth. 

The Alsatian has been seer to seize 
lambs, toss them in the air and worry 
them. It was disturbed on one occasion 
ag early as 6 a.m. by two miners who 
were returning from work. They saw it 
attacking lambs in a field and drove it off. 

Two parties have been sent out in 
search of the dog, one consisting of 
thirteen guns at Everton and the other 
of six guns at. Scaftworth. The country: 
side has been ranged over a wide area. 

One of the parties came up with the 
dog, but it made off rapidly and got clear 
before they could shoot it. On another 
occasion it escaped by swimming a river. 

It is reported that the Alsatian sleeps 
in a wood during the greater part of the 
day. It is absolutely wild, and its habits 
are. stated to be wolflike, It will not 


even answer to its name.

enough to meet the possible spread of anti- 


foreign terrorism wherever the Cantonese 
are in control. ' 

Broadly speaking, the Chinese problem, 
which the Coolidge Administration had 
hitherto considered as political, has 
become military, and while this phase of 
it endures there need be no doubt of 
United States co-operation with Great 
Britain. There would be equal certainty 
of political co-operation now, or in the 
future, if, as can be gathered in hints 
rather than in direct statements, the 
belief did not here and there persist that 
for her own purposes Great Britain would 
not object to a division of China into two 
sections. 

Why this should be believed it would be 
difficult to say, but it is believed; and 
when the military crisis is over it will 
probably appear again unless circum- 
stances have in the meanwhile radically 
changed. 

Opinion in the United States is, how- 
ever, curiously divided and hesitant. The 
hope is everywhere cherished that a unified 
China will at some time emerge, but this 
is tempered by the fear that unity achieved 
by the complete triumph of the South 
might mean such a growth of Soviet 
influence as would represent a fal] from 
the frying-pan into the fire. 

There are no indications that the 
Coolidge Administration is less uncertain 
than is the opinion generally. The Presi- 
dent and his advisers seem to think that 
opportunism is, so far as political develop- 
ments are concerned, the only policy they 
can safely adopt for the moment, while 
on the military side they stand firmly to 
the determination to protect American 
lives and property and to join with others 
in offering an opposing wall to the threat 
of disorder and violence. 


IF THE CANTONESE 
TAKE PEKING. 


BRITISH PREVISION 
REWARDED. 


If the Cantonese before long are in a posi- 
tion to capture Peking, TAe T'imes remarks, 
those Powers which, for one reason or 
another, have not followed the British ex- 
ample, and have not attempted to deal 
directly with the Southern Government, will 
be compelled rapidly to adjust their policy 
to the new facts of the situation, 

“Tt is, to say the least, unlikely that 


further successes will inspire the Southern 


Government with an unwonted moderation. 
Whether they belong to the moderate or to 
the extremist faction; whether they call 
themselves Nationalists, Radicals or Com- 
munists, they are united in their desire to 
make, in our Special Correspondent’s words, 
‘@ clean sweep of every foreign Treaty right 
and privilege.’ 

“They evidently hoped to effect this by 
methods of terrorism, ranging from boycotting 
and intimidation to the direct attacks on the 
persons and property of foreigners, which were 
carried out: by regulars and irregulars alike, 
when they occupied Nanking. 

Their methods have now been sufficiently 
exposed for all but the wilfully blind to 
understand them and to realise that the Bri- 
tish Government was the first to foresee the 
recent developments of the Chinese revolu- 
tion and to take the necessary steps to de- 
fend its nationals, wherever. possible, from 
the worst results of the very dangerous 
tactics to which the Cantonese, instigated by 
Soviet agents, have rashly committed them- 
selves. 

It is, of course; possible to argue that 
previous British administrations after the 
close of the Great War paid too little atten- 
tion to the Chinese problem. It may be so. 
Mr. Macdonald and his coleagues were cer- 
tainly no more able to find their way through 
the celestial mists than their predecessors. 
The fact remains that their Conservative suc- 
cessors have shown a remarkable prevision, 
Loth of the probable turn of events in the 
Chinese civil war, and of the consequences of 
the extension of Cantonese rule into central 
China. 
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GREAT ATLANTIC 
WAVES. 
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INJURED SAILOR LOSES 
HIS LIFE. 


Steamers arriving at Falmouth during 
the week-end reported having. experienced 
a terrible gale on Friday night. 

When about one hundred and fifty miles 
off Falmouth the steamer Clan Macintyre, 
which is bound from Ardrossan to the 
West Coast of Africa with a general cargo, 
encountered the full: force of the storm. 
Huge seas swept along her decks and did 
a great deal of damage. 

Some of the lifeboats were washed loose, 
and the chief officer, Mr. Philip Henry 
Ayden, of West Hartlepool, and the 
Serang, who is the chief of the native 
crew, were endeavouring to secure one of 
them when a rush of water knocked the 
men down. Mr. Ayden was badly bruised 
and his hip was injured, and the Serang 
had both his legs broken. He died a few 
hours later. 

Several of the boat's davits and some 
rails were twisted by the force of the 
waves, 

The steamer Pengreep, bound from New- 
port to Buenos Ayres with a cargo of coal, 
landed a native fireman, who was knocked 
down by a huge wave and had his collar- 
bone fractured and his head severely cut.

When Sydney smiles there is no city 
whose gateways are more beautiful, and 
her clearest and loveliest skies were 
smiling to greet the Duke and Duchess of 


“York when they arrived yesterday morn- 


ing. On the headlands which command 
the harbour, with its many bays, there 
were tens of thousands of people to see 
the Renown come in. , 
The Renown was sighted from Sydney 
heads at 8 o'clock, being then at a point 
seven miles due east. Immediately two 
broadcasting stations began to describe 
her progress to listeners who were not for- 
tunate enough to witness the arrival. 
Some of these were five hundred miles 
inland. 4 
Keeping to time, the Renown passed 
through the heads at 8.45 a.m., and 
steamed to her mooring place, a mile from 
the city’s principal quay. Up. to this 
point silence was preserved in the har- 
bour, in response to the request of the 
Duke of York. As the Renown came up 
the harbour the Duke and Duchess were 
standing on deck. The ship was followed 
by an escort of three destroyers, which 
had met her at sea an hour earlier, and 
in the sky above fifteen aeroplanes, be- 
longing to the Royal Australian Air Force 
and to the Aero Club, formed an aeriel 
escort.

THE LANDING. 

The excitement of the arrival hardly had 
time to cool down before the crowds on 
water and land were stimulated to a new 
eagerness by the preparations for landing, 
There had been some anxiéty ever since 
the Duchess’s recent indisposition was re- 
ported as to whether she would be able to 
share in the progress through the city, but 
the anxiety was speedily dispelled.

Wedo - 
not fee] that we come to you as strangers, 
for my brother, the Prince of Wales, and 
the King and Queen before him, have 
made, too, good friends with the people of 
Sydney for that. Anyone must feel moved 
on reaching Australia for the first time. 
How much more must it affect us when our 
arrival is marked by such a welcome from 
your citizens, your navy, and those who 
came to meet us in your beautiful 
harbour. Of that harbour I can only say 
that we have heard mach, but never in 
terms which fully described the beauties 
which we see to-day.

The ideal weather, the gay flags and the 
decorations reflected themselves in the 
Lappy temper and high enthusiasm of the 
banks of humanity which thronged the 
sides of the four-mile circuit through 
the city proper, which formed the route.

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‘TWO MEN FOUND DEAD. 

Two fatal cliff accidents occurred in the 
Isle of Wight during the week-end. On the 
beach between Sandown and Shanklin yéster- 
day morning was found the body of Henry 
krnest Rhodes, aged 69, a single man of in- 
dependent means, who lived at Blenworth, St.

MEETING IN DUBLIN. 

A meeting in support of Mrs. O'Shea 
Leamy. Clann Eireann candidate for North 
Dublin City, was held in Sackviile. street 
yesterday, Mr. R. J. Mulhall presiding. 

Professor Magennis attributed unemploy- 
ment, apart from the Great War, to the 
injurious effects of the Union and the 
adontion by Great Britain of Free.

UNEMPLOYMENT. — 

Mr. M‘Mallen, in his presidential address, 
said that it was a far cry from an attempt 
to cripple the activities of trade unions to 
the grave situation’ in China, but the connec- 
tion was both intimate and distinct, as, owing 
to low. wages and high profits, it had been 

ssible for capital to find profitable fields of 
investment in China, where a very low 
standard of living obtained, and the tax- 
payer was called upon to bear the expense of 
army and naval forces, and incidentally en- 
danger the lives of working class members of 
thoge forces in order to satiate the eupidity 
of an aristocracy. 

The ‘unemplovment situation, while im- 
proved, remained extremely unsatisfactory, as 
at the present time 37, odd were signing 
the live register, and to these must be added 
a large unascertained number, who were ex- 
isting, om outdoor relief or on the funds of 
various charitable organisations. These, 
taxen “in. conjunetion with egriculturel 
workers who weré not insured against tnem- 
ploymént, would amount to from 100,000 to 
160.000 members of a community of less than 
1.600.000, ‘The Government had been unable 
to propound remedies in the matter of un- 
employment, or even satisfactory expedients. 
There had been a heralding of reviving in- 
dustrial prosperity. but at the present time 
there was little to be seen “in this direction. 

The revort of the Executive Committee wee 
presented. It stated that, following upon the 
instructions given at the 1926 conference— 
vig,, ‘' to proceed immediately with a plan to 
link up the Labour Party, Northern Ireland, | 
with the Irish Labour Party, while runing 
a separate identity ’’—the executive arrange 
a conference (held in Dublin) between repre- 
sentatives of the two executives. As a result

RAILWAYS AND ‘BUSES. ~~ 

A delegate of the National Union of Rail- 
waymen raised the quéstion of the compéti- 
tion of "buses, pointing out that in the Jast 
two years 627 railwaymen had been dismiesed 
in consequence of this competition. 

Mr. Kyle, M.P., suggested that the railway- 
men éhould consider whether or not they 
would support the proposal that railway 
companies should be empowered to run 
'huses, and inform the Labour Party of their 
decision. 

A delegate from the woodworkers said that 
the conference was wasting time in discussing 
this matter. Road transport would eventually 
make railways obsolete. 

ORINK HOURS. 

Unanimous approval was given to a resolu- 
tion asking the party to press the Govern- 
ment to appoint a committee representative 
of the various parties interested in housing 
to ascettain the number of additional. houses 
required in Northern Ireland, and that an 
amended Rent Restrictions Act should be 
passed advocating control of all houses. The 
conference also agreed to a resolution calling 
upon the Belfast Corporation to continue the 
building of workers’ houses by direct labour, 
and that slum property should be removed 
and houses built on the sites. 

A lively discussion was evoked by a resolu- 
tion from the Executive Committee demand- 
ing that the Government of Northern Ireland 
shall include in their amended Bill of the 
Intexicating Liquor Act, 1923, a clause limit- 
ing the hours of sale in their amendment to 
eight hours per day. An amendment by the 
Vintners’ and Grocers’ Assistants’ Associa- 
tion asked that the hours of assistants in 
licenced premises should be reduced to eight 
hours per day. Eventually the resolution was 
carried hy 54 votes to 25, 

OTHER RESOLUTIONS, 

The Conference also passed the following 
résolutions :— 

1, Advocating State control of agriculture, 
and appointing a committee to consider how 
State administration could best aid the agr- 
cultural industry, with a view to making re- 
commendations to serve as a basig of land 
policy for Northern Treland. 

2. Calling on the Government to initiate 
schemes whereby workers living ín the 
Northern area and working in the Free State. 
and vice versa, shoald be enabled to draw 
unemployment’ benefit. 

5. That all wage earners should be brought 
under the Unemployment Inshpranóe Act. 

4. Calling for the abolition of the nomina- 
tions fee for all local government elections 
and the reformation of the electrical laws, ‘so 
that the evil of personation should be com. 
bated, 

5. Urging the Government to proceed with 
the scheme in conjunction with the Free 
State to eliminate the payment of Custems 
duties with the object of stimulating trade in 
Ireland.

SHANGHAI DEFENCES. 
BRITISH AND AMERICANS 
IN. FULL AGREEMENT. . 
From Revren’s CORRESPONDENT, 
! SHANGHAI, Sunday. 

The day passed off quietly in the 
Settlements, though á huge mass meeting 
in the Chinese city bordering on the 
French Concession was attended’ by 
Genéral Chiang Kai Shek, the Nationalist 
Commander-in-Chief, and General Pai 
‘Ching Hei, the loeal Nationalist’ com- 
mander. A resolution was passed demand- 
ing the immediate retrocession of the 
Foreign Settlements in Shanghai, and 
advocating another general strike. 

The crowds subsequently demonstrated 
in the street. 

2.15 p.m. 

The barriers of the International Settle- 
ment eyerywhere were strengthened in 
anticipation of possible trouble from big 
masa meetings which are being held in the 
native districts. 

Access to the Settlement from the 
French Concession is becoming more 
dificult, and Chinese are being rigidly ex- 
cluded from the former. The French Con- 
cession is being heavily patrolled, and the 
defences are manned with machine guns. 

Signs of &A local reaction against the 
British and American action at Nanking 
are discernible. 

Antisforeign posters are appearing on 
the borders of the French Concession, and 
a meeting of students at Chapei has de- 
cidéd to send out speakers to harangue 
the street crowda and condemn the bom- 
bardment by British and United States 
warships. 

It is also rumoured that the General 
Labour Union has decided to secure the 
removal of the barriers between the In- 
ternational Settlement and Chinese terri- 
tory by means of massed attacks along the 
northern boundary. 

Feeling in favour of a single contro] for 
the defence of the two Settlements is 
growing, especially among the residents of 
the French Concession. Frankly, it is felt 
that the latter is not nearly so secure from 
possible attack either from outside, or from 
within, as the International Settlement. 

11.15 p.m, 

As the result of a meeting between 
Major-General Duncan, the Commander- 
in-Chief of the ‘Shanghai Defence Force, 
and the French Admiral, án improved 
system of co-opération hetween the British 
and French for the defence of the Settle- 
ments has been inaugurated. 

This decision does not mean that there 
will be a single control, but that there 
will be greater co-ordination than: hitherto 
between the two systems of delence. 

It transpires that the French authorities 
cannot be blamed for the presence of the 
arméd Cantoriése who were scén in the 
Palais Café, as no armed Cantonese have 
crossed the border. It is believed, 
therefore, that they must have entered the 
French Concession as refugees, and subse- 
quently donned uniforms and sécured 
arms, either in the French or in the Inter- 
national Settlements. 

An earlier message stated that a large num- 
ber of Cantonese assembled in the Palais Café, 
in the Avenue Edward VII., to celebrate the 
capture of Shanghai. They included at least 
a dozen fullv-armed Southern officers, some of 
them with Thompson guns between their legs. 

Admiral Butler, of the United States 


Navy, and Major-General Duncan together 
inspected the defences of the city this 
afternoon 

It is understood that perfect agreement 
prevails between the British and Américan 
authorities, and that a most friendly 
understanding exists as regards the needs 
of the situation.

BRITISH SHIP USED AS A 
SCREEN,

H.M. aircraft carrier Argus, which is 
lying at Woosung, had a unique view of 
thé spectacle offéréd this mórning. by a 
Chinese naval action, as the British war- 
ship was used as a screén by one of the 
participants, the Northern cfuiser Haichi, 
which arrived in the early morning from 
Tsingtao, and at daylight proceeded to 
shell the cruiser Haichou. belonging to 
the Yanutse squadron, which recently 
went over to the Cantoneése. 

Steaming up and down past the Argus, 
the Haichi fired a broadside each time she 
emerged from the shelter of the British 
veásel, and, as far as could be observed 
from the Argus, the Haichou, which was 
lying at anchor, was hit three times. 

The Haichi then steamed off out to sea, 
followed: by the Haichou, which weighed 
anchor and gave chase, and was after.

sagacious leadership during the past few 
At the same time there are many 
who hold the view, quité honestly and 
sincerely, that the time has arrived when 
the long-delayed measure of local option 
should be passed. This section, which in- 
cludes some of the most ardent upholders 
of the Government, has the support of the 
Charches, temperance organisations, and a 
considerable section of the Orange Order, 
and is convinced that it can return at the 
next. election a majority in favour, of, local 
option with the aid of the women voters, 
TEMPERANCE LEADER'S VIEW. 

The Rev. T. M. Johnstone, convener of the 
Tamperance’ Committee of the General As- 
sembly, and Secretary of the Six County 
Temperance Conference, in a statement issued 
yesterday, says :—' Our Premier takes occa- 
sion to hint repeatedly at dangers to the 
status of Ulster that in his opinion are being 
created by the efforts of the Protestant 
Churches to securé Local Option, These 
hinta are sedulously being broadcast at the 
present moment. The Churches believe them 
to be unfounded: but inasmuch as our 
Premier has himself given expression to 
them, a considered statement on these alleged 
dangers which threaten to ‘throw Ulster into 
the v“tex-from which she has just emerged © 
is obviously necessary, and will be issued in 
the near future. 

“Meanwhile, may I point out that there is 
nothing new to us in the Premier’s threat of 
resignation. The possibility of it has again 
and again been referred to by spokesmen of 
the Government; and we had’ it, moreover, 
from the lips of the Premier himself some 
time ago. Yet the Churches havé kept on 
quietly. and steadily with their policy of edu- 
cating the public towards the goal of Local 
Option in 1929. And for this reason, that. 
they could not believe that ‘thé Premier 
meant to go back on his first definite pledge 
which he had given at Belfast in 1918 (when, 
in reply to a deputation, whose spokesman 
was no other than Rev. Dr. Bingham); he 
said: ‘He had noticed: a continued steady 
trend towards total prohibition, and. he 
wished to say that so far as he could recall 
he had never voted against or obstructed any 
measure for the promotion of temperance, 
and he had no hesitation that day im renew- 
ing his former pledge—that, being a Unionist, 
he would willingly support any and ‘evéry: 
future measure of temperance reform brought 
forward by a Unionist’ Government; and he 
would willingly go a step further and sup- 
port Local Option.’”’ 

THEN A"'D HOW. 

After quoting Dr. Bingham’s own state- 
ment in favour of Local Option, Mr. 
Johnstone proceeds :— 

‘‘ Men, of course, have a perfect right, ff 
they are thus minded, to change from time . 
to time their opinions on the various’ sub- 
jects that come before’ them. _ Nevertheless, 
I have a shrewd suspicion: that it will be 
hard to convince the country that if Local .

PROPORTIONAL REPRESENTATION. 

In considering this Local Option question 
sufficient attention is not being given to the 
conditions under which the next election in 
Northern Ireland may be held. It has always 
been the declared policy of the Unionist 
Party to abolish proportional representation 
and restore the old system of smaller con- 
stituencies and direct voting. ~A Redistribn. 
tion Bill carrying out this intention wotld 
probably “have been introduced before the 
laut election had the Boundaty Commis. 
sion not been appointed. Owing to'a desire 
wot to create a further complication and the 
necessity for an éarly election the Redistribu- 
tion Bill was shelved. It is not unlikely that 
such @ measure will be introduced before the 
termination of the present Parliement—pro- 
bably next vear. 

The abolition of Proportional Representa- 
tion would be strenuously opposed by the 
Labour, Nationalist and Independent Union- 
ist members.
